Thousands of men who, it disabled at

The fact that the arrears law, at the 
lowest estimate, will cost $400,000,000, 
and many reach a much higher figure, 
should lead Congress to do something 
looking to its modification during the 
present session, instead of increasing 
ihe already crushing burden. The ar- 
rears law is the most gigantic job ever 
successfully engineered in any country, 
Its character is shown by the statement 
that $162,000,000 will be nece«aary to 
pay the demands under the law until 
the end of 1882, in addition to the $80,- 
000,000 already expended. 


Locomotives. 


Locomotive building has been crowded 


by the railroad boom of the past two 
years until the works are overlaid with 
a year's orders, and the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works refused recently to take 
an order from the Lehigh Valley for de- 
livery earlier than 1883, and then at the 
rate of three a month. 
An ordinary 


eight-wheel passenger engine sells for 
$13,500 now'against $7,000 three or four 
years ago, and the fifteenth locomotive 
works in the United States, with a vary- 
iup; capacity of from eight to fifty en- 
gines a month, have turned out 2.70C 
locomotives m the past year,' nnd will 
put 3,000 on the rails in the next twelve 
months. In addition, about 300 to 400 
are built annually by the railroad com- 
panies, and the addition to the 18,00( 
locomotives "now running on 
94.00C 


miles of track is in excess of the addi- 
tions to the track by new roads of abonl 
10,000 miles a year, but much over as 
of the locomotives uow.running 1,000 
give out yearly, taking the average life 
of an engine at from fifteen to twenty 
years, so that the addition of new loco 
motives like that of track is about a 
ninth. 
The tendency also on all roads 


is toward more engines. The Erie has 
hqa an engine to every two miles; the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas one to 
eveiy nine. With the demand it is no 
surprising that new locomotive works 
have been begun at Borne, N. Y. 
Bendentown, N. J., and at Chicago, thi 
last with a capital of $1,000,000.

The reports about the experiments 


with Ericsson's torpedo boat are con- 
flicting. 
In some reports the boat has 


been declared a perfect success, while 
in others it is reported as having only 
partially fullfilled expectations. The 
problem Mr. Ericsson undertook to 
solve was whether the network guard, 
composed of beams and ttrong wires, 
which irouclads rely upon as their prin- 
cipal defence against torpedoes, could 
be pierced. A wooded proj«ctile was 
used in place of tha war projectile filled 
with dynamite, and was so far success- 
ful that the network was pierced, and 
with a momentum sufficient to have 
clown up a ship three hundred yards 
beyond. If this result was attained— 
aud the statement comes on the best 
authority—there seems to be no reason 
to question the substantial success ol 
the experiment.—[S. F. Call.
